Included in the shipments to be 
made to Baltimore are 3000 special 
handmade bricks of three 
different 
shapes.

GET THROUGH CAR 


Will Help out Local Express Men in 
their Work. 


So great has the volume of express 
business become here that it has been 
found necessary to put on a through 
car to carry the m atter between Phil­ 
adelphia and 
Hagerstown, through 
Gettysburg. Beginning 
Monday 
the 
Reading train arriving 
here at 9:15 
in the morning will bring a through 
car which goes out at 10:08 over the 
Western Maryland. 
In the afternoon 
it returns ac 3:44 over the Western 
Maryland and goes out at four o’clock 
on the Reading. All trains, 
particu­ 
larly the morning and night express 
trains, carry an enormous volume of 
express and the work of transferring 
here is a great task. The through car 
service will relieve the day force
